To His Excellency^ Simeon E, Baldwin, Governor. 

Sir: — Herewith is submitted the following report of the work 
o£ the Factory Inspection Department for the two years ending 
September 30, 1914. For the first six months of this period the 
department was in charge of Hon. George L. McLean. My 
appointment took effect March 26, 1913. 

In this report I have purposely particularized each factory 
order and reconmiendation made by the several inspectors, to 
give you some idea of the amount of work that has been accom- 
plished. These considerable restdts were made possible by the 
Legislature of 1913, which enacted a law granting an increase 
of four inspectors, making a total force of eight — six men and two 
women. The passage of the Workmen's Compensation Act 
was also of great assistance, for it directed attention like a com- 
pass needle to the necessity of safeguarding every possible source 
of danger in our factories and workshops. In this legislation 
the principle was distinctly recognized that it is the business of 
the state to provide eiiectively for the welfare and safety of its 
workers, and through the passage of this law the attention of the 
general public was focused upon the important part performed 
by the bureau of factory inspection. 

It is noticeable and grat^ying to report that a better spirit 
of co-operation prevails among our manufacturers, which man- 
ifests itself in many ways, such as an exchange of blue prints of 
safety devices, and by forming safety committees, who are held 
responsible for complying with the orders and suggestions given 
by our inspectors. These committees report on the efficiency 
of the different safety devices and other means of precaution, 
and are important factors in developing discipline, which is 
absolutely necessary if the number of accidents is to be reduced.

Ftilly eighty-five per cent, of the accidents reported could have 
been avoided by just using common sense, and being ordinarily 
careful. Federal reports show that in this country one man is 
killed every sixteen minutes, and one man injured every sixteen 
seconds in industrial accidents. These figures clearly indicate 
the need of active co-operation on the part of employees, from 
superintendent and foreman down to messenger boys. 

In many cases employees show a lack of appreciation of the 
dangers to which they are exposed; For instance, they frequent- 
ly remove hoods from exhaust systems, and guards from presses, 
on the pretext that these appliances interfere with the work. 
It is not unusual to find guards tied securely by the operators 
so they will not be obUged to use them. An investigation of one 
of the serious accidents on a power press showed that the press 
was equipped with two hand-release guards. It was not sup- 
posed that an operator could trip the press without removing 
her hands from the dies to operate these hand levers, but the 
purpose of the guard was defeated, for after a Uttle practice the 
operator was able to release the levers by bearing down on her 
elbows. The result was an accident in which she lost parts of 
two fingers. 

During the year 1914 the number of accidents reported to 
this department has shown a marked increase over that reported 
in any previous year. This is due to the fact that the law, as 
it existed prior to January 1, 1914, required only such accidents 
to be reported as resulted in serious physidal injury, whereas, 
under the Workmen's Compensation Act the Board of Com- 
missioners has required that all accidents shall be reported to it, 
whether the physical injury sustained therein be serious or sUght. 
Every three months the Compensation Commissioners transmit 
duplicates of such reports to this department, and it has seemed 
to me advisable to group, or classify, these accidents according 
to the various trades or lines of business in which they occurred. 
To carry out this idea of classification, I have prepared the fol- 
lowing tables:

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TOILETS. 

There is probably no more important reqtiirement to be ob- 
served in factories and mercantile establishments than that of a 
proper arrangement, equipment and condition of water-closets. 
The only law we have on this subject is section 4519, General 
Statutes, 1902: 

Every person or corporation managing or operating any' factory, or 
owning or controlling tne use of any other building where more than five 
persons are employed, shall provide and keep in good sanitary condition 
suitable water-closet accommodations for the use of the persons employed. 

Unfortimately,this law makes no provision for toilets in work- 
rooms where less than six persons are employed, does not define 
how many closets shall be provided for a certain number of per- 
sons, nor does it reqxaire separate accommodations for the sexes. 
In the absence of such regulations it becomes necessary for the 
inspectors in this department to use their own judgment, and 
where advice is sought it is the rule to recommend one closet for 
every twenty-five females, while for men, where urinals are pro- 
vided in addition, we recommend one for every "thirty persons. 
We have had some difficulty trying to arouse the interest of those 
who hold tradition in such esteem as to be unwilling to accept 
even this regulation, but the majority of manufacturers have 
made ample allowance for the number employed, and with the 
expectation of increasing the number of employees, have pro- 
vided accommodations far in excess of what would be reqmred 
by any law. In such establishments capable women are em- 
ployed who have the maintenance and supervision of the toilets. 
That such supervision is costly must be conceded, but the ad- 
ditional expenditure is justified by the good order which pre- 
vails. 

We find many evidences of downright vandalism on the part 
of employees, and in some cases this fact is put forward as an 
argument against improving conditions. 

RECOMMENDATION. 

I hereby recommend that section 4519, General Statutes, 
1902, be changed to read as follows: 

Every person or corporation managing or operating any factory, or own- 
ing or controlling the use of any omer building where any person is em- 
ployed, shall provide sufficient, suitable, convenient and separate water- 
closets or earth-closets, for each sex, which shall be properly screened, ven- 
tilated and kept clean; and also, if ordered by the Factory Inspector, a 
suitable and convenient wash-room and dressing-room for female employees. 
The water-closets or earth-dosets used by females shall have separate 
approaches. 

FIRE PROTECTION. 

The following table shows the material and height of the 
factory buildings in this state. A large proportion, in accordance 
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with sectioQS 2628, 2633, General Statutes, 1902, amended by 
chapter 239, Public Acts of 1911 and chapter 81, Public Acts of 
1913, have required the erection of fire escapes:

During the past two years tmder review one himdred and six 
fire escapes have been ordered, and in each case every requirement 
of the law was observed in their erection. We have found owners 
willing to comply with the provisions of this statute, and they 
have shown this by taking the precaution, before awarding con- 
tracts, of submitting their plans to this office, and obtaining ap- 
proval therefor. 

In estimating the efficiency of fire escapes as a quick and safe 
means of exit, many objections are raised by the fire experts of 
tile country. The principal one is that the majority of employees 
are not accustom^ to their use, and do not seek them except as 
a last resort. In the winter they are liable to be obstructed by 
snow and ice, and when so impeded they become inconvenient 
and dangerous. In most cases this obstruction occurs, or is 
allowed to continue, principally, because of neglect and failure 
to use them. 

It is not our intention to cause any unnecessary alarm on 
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ibis subject, as there is a great deal of thought and attention 
given to it, but we must face the fact that large numbers of our 
factory workers have absolutely no self-control and, tinless they 
are properly instructed to push their movable chairs and work 
boxes under the tables at all times when they leave their machines, 
the aisles will become blocked as there are workers on each side, 
and it takes only a slight cause to create a panic. They should 
also be instructed as to the location of all exits, stairways and fire 
escapes. We have a few factories where well organized fire drills 
are practiced regularly. Each workroom is equipped with fire- 
alarm signals, which connect with the power plant: When the 
alarm is sotmded, the engineer is warned to shut oflE the power; 
these signals can be heard distinctly by all the workers, and ring 
continuously until released by the persons whose duty it is to 
remain in eadi room until every employee is out; and certain 
men are detailed to establish fire liaes to protect the property 
while the employees wait for the signal to return. The em- 
ployers do not consider the time for practice lost. It has about 
the same effect as a recess at school, and because of the exercise 
the employees return to their work refreshed. I regret that fire 
drills are not more general, and strongly recommend their adop- 
tion in every factory in Connecticut. 

The installation of electricity as a means of lighting has re- 
duced much of the fire hazard. Where gas is used, mantles 
and cages are recommended. The hanging lamps of kerosene 
oil have almost entirely disappeared. 

As a means of prevention, the factories, with few exceptions, 
are well equipped with automatic sprinkler systems, the use of 
hand chemical extinguishers is increasing, and every room is 
provided with fire paSs of water. Where oil, rubber cement, etc., 
are used, blankets and paUs of sand are also provided. 

In fuse and cartridge factories special precaution is taken 
to eliminate all possible friction in certain departments. In the 
fuse factories special hand-sewed shoes are supplied, and the use 
of these shoes is made comptdsory, but if the employees prefer 
to furnish their own, they mtist he made as specified. The 
cartridge factories employ a shoemaker, who keeps the heels 
of shoes repaired so that no nails will protrude, and rubber shoes 
are supplied for those whose business requires them to enti^r 
the rooms where powder is stored. 

ARTIFICIAL HUMIDIFICATION IN COTTON, SILK AND 
WOOLEN FACTORIES. 

In the manufacture of textiles some artificial means of humidi- 
fication is imperative during the cold weather to counteract the 
drying effects of the heating system and the lack of moisture. 
The more modem plants have installed the most improved httmidi- 
f ying systems, air washers, so called, which, in addition to regtda- 
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ting the degree of rdative hmnidity required in each department, 
reduce the temperature of workrooms several degrees during the 
summer months. 

There are various other types of humidifying apparatus in use, 
some of which filter the water supply, which is completely vapor- 
ized and the vapor distributed before condensation can occur. 
In a few old factories live steam, procured through a water 
supply taken from the rivers, is the only means provided of 
supplying moisture. This is very unsatisfactory, as the steam 
condenses and its use increases the temperature. Tobacco 
warehouses are also equipped with some means of providing 
artificial humidity. 

We have no regulation on the subject, but where systems are 
installed some means of registering the degree of humidity is 
provided, such as hygrodeiks, hygrometers and drosometers. 

BAKESHOPS. 

The close attention given by the inspectors and the local health 
boards to bakeshops has led to vastly improved conditions. In 
few directions has the work of the inspectors been productive 
of more obviously good restdts. To the credit of the majority 
engaged in this trade, our orders (which are always accompanied 
by a copy of the bakeshop law) have, in general, been promptly 
complied with, although the records show a few cases where 
almost no activity was aroused until stimulated by repeated 
visits from, the inspectors.

MERCANTILE ELEVATORS. 

Subjoined will be fotind a complete record of orders issued re- 
quiring changes on elevators located in mercantile, public and 
other buildings not classified as factories. 

What are the best safeguards for elevators, particularly pas- 
sengeglelevators? is a question we are often called on to answer. 
In m3dng recommendations we have to keep in mind the fact 
that persons using these elevators are often accompanied by 
small children. Mechanical devices which are effective and 
tend to prevent passengers from being injured by their own 
carelessness are recommended, but by far the best safeguards 
are good cables and efficient operators. The most reliable 
operators we find on this class of elevator are men of mature age, 
who realize the responsibility of their position. In no case is 
it a boy's job, not even as a substitute. The laws regulating 
this subject are section 2614, General Statutes, 1902, and section 
3, chapter 123, Public Acts, 1911.

The remaining places inspected, not named above, have no 
definite evening for keeping the stores open, some of them closing 
every evening at six o'clock. During Jtdy and August employees 
in many places are given a half-hoUday each week, others have 
each day, except Saturday, shortened one hour (closing at five 
p. m. instead of six p. m.) , while one instance has been found where 
the time allowed for the noon-day meal is extended. We re- 
gret to state there are still many places where no reduction of 
hours is nfiade during the summer months. 

In these places where the stores are kept open more than one 
evening a week, many of the merchants interviewed report that 
they would prefer to dose every evening but one, if such an agree- 
ment could be made by all, but because a few refuse, all have to 
keep open as a matter of business. Where the stores close at 
nine o'clock, or half-past, the female employees very much ap- 
preciate the change, stating that they are not nearly so tired as 
formerly when the stores kept open until ten p. m. 

Before January 1, 1914, when the amendment to the law regu- 
lating the hours of labor for minors and women went into effect, 
all of the stores on our Ust were mailed a copy of the new law. 
SiQce then one thousand seven htmdred fifty-nine stores have 
been inspected and notices left wherever there was none or where 
the notices had become soiled or torn. 

Few minors under sixteen years of age are now found in stores 
which are open two or more evenings a week, owing to the pas- 
sage of the law which forbids the employment of such miaors 
more than one evening a week. As women cannot now be em- 
ployed after ten p. m. in mercantile establishments, many of the 
ice cream and confectionery parlors have substituted men.

In addition to the above written orders a great many verbal 
requests and suggestions have been made. During the last two 
years ntimerous complaints in relation to mercantile establish- 
ments have been investigated, and in nearly every case conditions 
were changed, or cause of complaint removed. 

EXAMINATION OF TENEMENT HOUSES. 

General Statutes, 1902. Section 4527. The inspector shall, as often as 
practicable, examine sM buildings, apartments, rooms and places in any 
tenement or dwelling house used for. residential purposes, and used in whole 
or in part by others than the immediate members of the family therein, for 
the manufacture of artificial flowers, ptirses, cigars, cigarettes, or any article 
of wearing apparel intended for sale. 

Sec. 4528. The persons engaged in the manufacture of such goods in 
such premises, withm thirty days after beginning such manufacture, shall 
notify said inspector of the location of said workrooms, the nature of the 
work there carried on, and the number of persons therein employed. 

The examination should not be confined to tenements "em- 
ploying others than the immediate members of the family." 
Many are so fortunate as to have enough members of their own 
families to carry on a business without depending on outside 
help, but there is often a question as to whether the cases ex- 
amined come within the exempt class. When the workers 
cannot speak English, and the manager represents them as 
members of his own family, the inspector must frequently accept 
his statement. 

The number of tailors doing business in their own homes has 
increased. When they worked in the large establishments they 
were subject to one firm and to seasonal work. The perfection 
of ready-made clothing created a demand for alteration workers 
(bushelers) in their own homes, and they are at liberty to take 
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work from a number of firms as well as private customers. There 
is no penalty for neglect of notification (section 4528), and the 
consequence is a still hunt to locate them. 

HOME WORK. 

There are about twenty-five hundred homes and tenements in 
which articles are in whole or part manufactured for factories 
and distributing agents. There are few of the latter, most of 
the home workers receiving their work direct from the factory. 
The actual ntimber of workers is greatly in excess of this number, 
as the labor of all members of the family can be utilized. 

Tlie sanitary condition of the tenements showed some improve- 
men.t over former visits — some marked changes, others only 
slightly improved, while a few remained stationary. The worst 
condition will be remedied when the building is demolished and 
replaced by a modem structure, which is the owner's plan. This 
is a cold-weather problem, as the hand work is done out of doors 
in the summer. 

The tendency is to concentrate all industries in factories and 
workshops, and to discontinue hand-work whenever possible. 
Machines have been perfected which have taken some closses 
of work out of the homes since the last report. Carding hooks 
and eyes, one of the most tedious and low-priced of home in- 
dustries, in which the greatest number of home workers was 
employed, is now done by machines almost entirely, as is the 
hand-burnishing of flat silverware, and filling dock pinions. Mica, 
which was formerly given out to the homes to be separated into 
sheets (called splitting), is now received from the quarries in 
such condition as to be easily handled in the shops. 

Adtdt workers are employed for the more important classes 
of work requiring sldll, or machine operating, such as ladies' 
neckwear, hose supporters, aprons, shirts, knit vmderwear, burial 
robes and casket linings. The children serve to call for and 
deliver the finished work. Where there is a small ntmiber of 
home workers employed they are for the most part women who 
have been employed in the shops and, through force of circum- 
stances, have been obliged to remain at home. The work sup- 
plied is solely for their benefit, not because of a desire on the 
part of the firms to encourage home work, and factory prices are 
paid. 

Men's Working Shirts — ^The garments are made with collar 
attached and with six buttons and buttonholes. The women^ 
doing this class of work are employed during the winter season 
only. 

Ladies' Waists — The prices paid for cutting away material 
tmder lace insertions vary according to quality of goods and 
design of garment. The past season fewer persons were given 
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employment, because of the change in style from lace trimmed to 
tailored effects. The work consists of trimming off surphts 
material on four seams, sewing eight trimming buttons and six 
snap fasteners (12 pieces) to each waist, tl^ead and needles 
supplied. A fine is imposed if a waist is damaged. Some of 
these workers are partly dependent upon relief from charitable 
organizations. 

Burial Robes and Casket Linings — ^Work similar to home 
dressmaking. 

Neckwear and Fancy Bows — A small fee is charged for in- 
struction, which is refunded when the first instahnent of work is 
returned to the factory finished; finished work to be returned 
twice each week, on days appointed, and in some cases there is a 
small charge for work overdue. This is one of the highest paid 
of home industries. 

Hose Supporters — Instruction is given at the factory. This 
is also one of the highest paid industries. 

Finishing Trousers — ^Within the past two years the number 
of finishers has increased. Until New York finns started branch 
factories the home finishers were employed by a few custom 
tailors. Many of these firms retumal to New York after a 
short time, when labor troubles or whatever differences caused 
them to move, were adjusted. There are at present three firms 
supplying work to women, who sew on five buttons, hook and 
slide, and fell cotton linings on each garment. The prices for 
this work vary according to quality of garment. There is no 
appreciable difference in amount of labor, except coarser stitch- 
ing on cotton linings. One of the disagreeable features of this 
class of work is its weight and bulk. In one section the English 
speaking women use baby carriages as a means of transportation, 
while the foreign-bom women carry the bvmdles on their heads 
or in their arms. It would not be unreasonable to expect that 
the employers would deliver and call for the finished work. 

Aprons — This class of work consists of stitching two seams, 
hemming bottcan, arm sizes and neck, two buttons and button- 
holes and a pocket. 

Cat Stitching on Knit Underwear — ^A cross-stitch power 
machine, which does imiform work, is being used in the factories, 
and will eventually replace the home workers. 

Mesh Work — The home workers in certain sections are not 
properly instructed to make them efficient workers. It is at 
best slow work, but when the article is held in one hand with a 
clothes pin, the other hand forming the mesh by placing the 
links in position and then using the pUers, the work often becomes 
twisted and has to be taken apart. In the factories the work 
tables are fitted with pins, and after the first row is made the 
links are slipped over the pins, which hold the work in position 
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leaving the worker's hands free, one for handling the material 

and the other for the pliers. An imported machine mesh will 
probably replace this hand work.

NEW LEGISLATION 



AN ACT CONCERNING DEVICES FOR REMOVAL OF DUST. 

Chapter 208, Public Acts of 1913. Section 1. Every employer whose 
business requires the operation or use of any emery, tripoli, rouge, corundum, 
stone, carborundiun, or other abrasive, polishing, or buffing wheel, in the 
manufacture of articles or metal or irridium, or whose business includes any 
process which generates an excessive amotmt of dust shall install and maintain 
m connection therewith such devices as may be considered necessary by the 
factory inspector and state board of health to remove from the atmosphere 
any dust created by such process. The factory inspector, with the state 
board of health, shall issue to any employer engaged in such business any 
orders necessary to render effective the foregoing provision, and if within 
sixty days from the issuance of such order stating the changes to be made, 
such order shall not be complied with, the factory inspector may order such 
department closed tmtil such order is complied with. 

Sec. 2. The violation of an^ provision of the foregoing section or the 
failure to comply with any written order issued in accordance therewith 
within sixty days thereafter shall constitute a misdemeanor punishable by 
a fine of not more than five htmdred dollars*for each offense, and every such 
order shall be enforceable by the superior court or by a judge thereof if said 
court is not in session, by injunction on application of the factory inspector 
or of the state board of health. 

Sec. 3. Section 45^1 of the General Statutes is hereby repealed. 

AN ACT AMENDING AN ACT CONCERNING BAKESHOPS. 
Chapter 59, Public Acts of 1913. Section 2569 of the General Statutes 
as amended by section 1 of chapter 13, of the Public Acts of 1905 and by 
chapter 147 of the Public Acts of 1909, is hereby amended by adding at 
the end thereof the following: "This act shall not prevent local health 
authorities from enforcing orders or regulations concerning the sanitary 
conditions of bakeries." 

VIOLATIONS AND PROSECUTIONS. 
Chapter 179, Public Acts of 1913. Section 1. No minor under sixteen 
years of age and no woman shall be employed in any manufacturing or me- 
chanical establishment more than ten hours in any day, or fifty-five hours 
in any calendar week. Every employer in such establishment shall post in a 
conspicuous place in every room where such persons are employed a notice, 
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the form of which shall be furnished by the factory inspector, specifically 
stating the hours of work required of them on each day of the week, and the 
employment of any such person for a longer time on any day than so stated 
shaJl be a violation of this section. 

Sec. 3. No person imder sixteen years of age shall be employed in any 
manufacturing or mechanical .establishment after six o'clock in the afternoon; 
and no such minor shall be employed in any mercantile establishment after 
six o'clock in the afternoon on more than one day in each calendar week, 
except during the period from the seventeenth to the twenty-fifth day of 
December of each year; and no such minor and no female over sixteen years 
of a^e shall be employed in any such establishment after ten o'clock in the 
evenmg. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect January 1, 1914. 

Many of the firms affected by the passage of this law changed 
their time schedules the Monday (December 29th) preceding 
Janiiary 1st, but there were a great many violations where the 
time was not changed until the Monday following, the inspectors 
reporting numerous instances of this kind, which they discovered 
in their routine work too late to be corrected. It would seem 
advisable, in framing a law of this kind with a future dating, 
to keep the first working day of the week in mind, rather than 
the first day of the month. That the violations were not taken 
seriously on the part of the employees (principally piece workers) 
was proven by the fact that only one complaint was received 
that a certain firm **is not going to change its time schedule on 
the day appointed.'* This was corrected by visiting the firm in 
question before the violation. 

The reduction of hours from fifty-eight to fifty-five did not 
materially affect the manufacturing industries, as business was 
generally dull, and there was no marked change in business con- 
ditions until August, when a few firms received tmusual orders 
for certain supplies, which necessitated an increase of one htmdred 
per cent, in the production. The only means of supplying this 
demand on such short notice was to employ two shifts or sets of 
employees. The women employees, according to one interpreta- 
tion of the law, could not be employed after ten p. m. There 
were no. other restrictions except the ten h6ur per day limit. 
Accordingly, a time schedule was posted for the night force — 
6:30 p. m. to 10 p. m. (two hours' recess); 12 (midnight) to 
6 :30 a. m. ; for five days. This department, taking the stand that 
it was the intent of the law to prohibit all night work for women, 
and that the time schedule as written to cover this technicality was 
not popular with the women employees, brought a prosecution 
against a corporation in Killingly, employing women after ten 
in the evening. The judge dismissed the case, giving his reasons 
therefor in the following opim'on: 

"1. Because if the phrase 'in any such establishment' re- 
ferred back to both 'manufacturing and mechanical establish- 
ment* and 'mercantile establishment,' it wotdd have been in the 
pltiral and would have read 'in any such establishments.'

^'2. Because by the usual rule of construction the phrase 
'in any such establishment' refers to the nearest ante^dent and 
that is 'mercantile establishment*: 

"3. Because in the first part of said section the employment 
of a person imder sixteen years of a^e is forbidden in any 'manu- 
facturing and mechanical establishment' after six o'clock in the 
afternoon, and it would therefore seem that this prohibition in 
the last clause must refer only to 'mercantile establishanent' 
for it is useless to have it apply to employment of children under 
sixteen years of age in a 'manufacturing and mechanical es- 
tablishment' after ten o'clock in the evening when in the former 
clause such children have been prohibited from employment in 
a 'manufacturing or mechanical establishment' after six o'clock 
in the afternoon: 

"4. Because in a criminal prosecution, if the intent or mean- 
ing of a statute is doubtftd, that interpretation most favorable 
to the defendant shall be adopted." 



During the past two years, fifty-seven other complaints were 
investigated. Most of these* were settled out of court, but 
nineteen cases were placed in the hands of prosecuting attorneys 
for the following causes: ' 

Employed females after 10 p. m. (mercantile) 16 

Employed females all-night shift (manuf acttiring) 2 

Employed females during noon hour (manufacturing) 1 

Of the above cases there were eight convictions. 

EMPLOYMENT OF WOMEN PROHIBITED IN CERTAIN 

CASES. 

A large percentage of foreign-bom married women are employed 
in our factories and workshops, and because of their lack of train- 
ing are engaged in occupations where strength and endurance 
are the only qualifications required. As a rule, this class of 
work compels them to stand continuously. 

The health and welfare of these thousands of workers was a 
tremendous problem because of their obstinacy and indifference 
to all efforts mad,e to secure a rest period for them during ex- 
pectancy and confinement. After we thought this matter was 
generally understood, we have learned of cases where women in 
Sie condition described have been dismissed by one employer, 
but have shortly obtained employment from another less scrupu- 
lous. The question of poverty as a cause for seeking employ- 
ment was dismissed after many inquiries. Although the motives 
of these women, were worthy, they could not be allowed to pre- 
vail when the bad effects of overwork were so generally accepted 
by the medical authorities consulted. The manufacturers were 
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prepared to observe any reasonable legislation bearing on this 
subject, provided the word "knowingly" was inserted as a pro- 
tection against premature births. Chapter 112, Public Acts, 
1913, which become operative August 1, 1913, provides: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for the owner, proprietor, mana{;er» 
foreman, or other person in authority, of any factory, mercantile establish- 
ment, null, or workshop knowingly to employ a woman or jpermit a woman 
to be employed therein within four weeks previous to confinement or four 
weeks after she has given birth to a child. 

Sec. 2. Any person who shall violate any provision of this act shall be 
fined not more than twenty-five dollars, or imprisoned not more than thirty 
days, or both. 

This law has been in effect for the past year and we have reason 
to feel that it has accomplished its object. 

The factory mutual benefit association do not, as a rule, pro- 
vide for any disability which is not shared alike by the sexes. 
As a consequence, these women workers, who are compelled to 
leave work receive no remvmeration. The one exception is the 
Cheney Brothers' Benefit Association, of South Manchester, 
which makes provision as follows: 

"Maternity benefits will be paid to lawfully married women who have 
been in the employ of the Company for one year previous to the birth of a 
legitimate child or children; provided they shall have refrained from working 
not less than eight weeks previous to confinement (except in premature cases, 
where the doctor shall certify to such fact) ; and provided further, that the 
total length of absence from work shall not be less than fourteen weeks." 

BOWLING ALLEYS. 

Section 117, chapter 221, Public Acts, 1913. A bowling alley shall be 
regarded as a mercantile establishment, and the provisions of chapter 119 
of the Public Acts of 1911 (certificates of age) shall be applicable to employ- 
ment therein. 

There were thirty-nine public bowling alleys employing boys 
under sixteen years of age. In the cities and towns the seasons 
are from September 1st until about June 30th; at the shore re- 
sorts from Jvme 1st until September 30th. The busy hours are 
from seven p. m. until eleven p. m.; Saturdays from two p. m. 
until midnight. Prices paid are two cents per string, with extra 
,(tips) when the league tournaments are being played. Average 
wages are $5.00 per week. 

Violations were foxmd in almost every establishment visited, 
including the Y. M. C. A. and private club rooms, which were 
not exempted by the law. • With one exception they were stopped 
without prosecutions, and the boys dismissed, as the restric- 
tions made their employment improfitable, and shifts were not 
considered dependable. In the cities there are chances for these 
boys to obtain other part-time employment, but in the smaller 
towns there are few openings unless employed full time. 
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WELFARE WORK. 

In keeping with the spirit of the times a number of employers 
have provided rest rooms, lunch rooms and baths for the benefit 
of their employees, which are enjoyed and greatly appreciated. 
A development of this policy is shown in some cases by the em- 
ployment of trained nurses, whose duty it is to render all possible 
service within their power to sick and injured employees. In 
addition, they often visit the families, and display a personal 
interest in their health and welfare. The following list indicates 
some of the firms that have made provisions of this kind:
